W ithin the next few d aje a meeting 
will take place in San Francisco of 
prominent officials of the Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific roads, at which it 
is said strong influence will be brought 
to bear against the extension of the 
Utah Central to Los Angeles. The rep­ 
resentatives of tho Union Pacific who 
will be present are W. H. Holcomb, the 
Vice-President of the road, and 0 . S. 
Mellen, the General Traffic Manager. 
They have baen invited by the officials 
of the Southern Pacific to meet and dis­ 
cuss the possibility of coming to some 
kind of an agreement which will relieve 
the Union Pacific from the necessity of 
putting through their line to this Coa6t. 
The present terminus of the Union 
Pacific is Ogden. 
From th at point on to 
the Coast all its through freight and pas­ 
sengers must be shipped over the Central 
and 
Southern 
Pacific 
lines, 
which 
are 
practically 
one 
road. 
The 
Southern Pacific is the worat rival which 
the Union Pacific has, and it is for this 
reason that the latter is anxious to 
secure a through connection which will 
make them independent of it. 
At the 
same time, it is to some extent within 
the power of the Southern Pacific to 
head off" the Union from building through 
by offering to m ake each traffic arrange­ 
ments as will practically give its rival 
the desired outlet. 
It can hardly be questioned that the 
Southern Pacific will make some very 
advantageous proposition to keep such a 
formidable rival out of the field. The 
Santa Fe is a rival only as far as the 
soul hern part of the 8tate is concerned, 
and it does not tap the rich mining dis­ 
tricts where the Union Pacific at present 
has full sway. 
The Southern Pacific 
has all along viewed with decided alarm 
the evident determination of the Union 
to cut into its territory, and sooner than 
take any chances it will doubtless be per­ 
fectly willing to give up some of ihe 
revenue which it at present enjoys irom 
the traffic received from the Union at 
Ogden. If it should offer to carrv the 
Union Pacific’s business through to this 
Coast at a much reduced figure, it might 
perhaps be believed that the latter road 
will listen with some favor to such 
proposition. 
. - 
Such an arrangem ent to be of any 
value to the Union Pacific would have to 
be designed to run through a number of 
years, and m ust include the southern 
part of the State. 
It becomes a grave 
question whether the Southern Pacific 
would be willing to give up such a con­ 
siderable slice of its profltB as wonld be in­ 
volved, for a long terms of years, and 
whether it would be willing to make the 
extensive concessions which its rival is 
in a position to demand. The vigor dis­ 
played by the Union Pacific in pushing 
through the extension as rapidly as 
possible, shows that it is very much in 
earnest in its determination to get 
through to the Coaet, and it will not 
tru it itself in the hands of its rival unless 
the arrangements made will be greatly 
to its advantage. 
A recent 
interview w ith President 
Adams, published in the H e r a l d of a 
few days ago, called attention to the fact 
that the Utah Central was at the present 
time one of the most profitable branches 
of the entire Union Pacific system, and 
that the outlet to this Coast was desired 
more for the miniDg interests of this line 
than for the through traffic. No arrange­ 
ment with the Southern Pacific would 
give such an outlet, as it would involve 
the use of a long route by way of Ogden 
to San Francisco, whereas the proposed 
extension would give a direct line to this 
city and the coast. 
it may, therefore, be considered quite 
improbable that the proposed conference 
will have the effect of heading off the 
effort 
of 
the 
Union 
Pacific 
to 
come 
through 
to 
this 
city. 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
can 
hardly 
offer 
inducements in the 
way of 
traffic 
arrangements which will have any such 
result. 
The nndenaking is, however, 
viewed with no small degree of interest 
by capitalists of this city who are in­ 
formed of what is going o d , and it is not 
impossible that some representativo may 
be sent north to ascertain what can be 
done that will prove to advantage to this 
section under the circumstances. 
The trains on the lines running into 
this city are now running all right, e x ­ 
cept th at many of them are subject to 
delays owing to the bad condition of the 
track. The Santa Ana division will be 
opened today—at least so th e officials 
say ; but as this promise has been made 
several times, it is not impoasible th at it 
may again fail oí being carried out. The 
injuries on the line were very eerions.

Chief Instructed to 
Arrest 
Ticket Sellers—A Saloon­ 
keeper Warned. 


A t 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon th e 
L ottery C om m ittee of the Board of P o ­ 
lice C om m iesioners m et in the office of 
th e C hief of Police to resum e its investi­ 
gation into th e lottery question. 
As on 
Saturday and M onday, Mr. T. A. Lewis 
presided over th e m eeting, and there 
w ere present M essrs. Collins. D exter and 
K nox. 
Before going into the question 
before th e m eeting, Mr. Lewis intro­ 
d uced th e topic of fruit-peddling, and 
inform ed h is fellow-Commissioners that 
C obb, th e orange-peddler w ho stood on 
Spring stree t in open defiance of th e po­ 
lice, had inform ed Sergeant M orton and 
another officer th a t be had a right to be 
th e re, and th a t if he was interfered w ith 
h e would fill th e streets w ith peddlers. 
M r. D exter said th a t he h ad been in ­ 
volved in a very w arm discussion of this 
very m atter before com ing to th e m eet­ 
ing w ith an attorney nam ed Hughes, 
w ho had upheld Cobb and adviBed him 
to fight th e m a tte r to th e bitter end. 
M r. Lewis stated th a t he h ad 6een the 
C ity A ttorney on the m atter and w as in ­ 
form ed th a t C obb was violating th e or­ 
dinance in standing on and obstructing 
th e street. 
M r. Collins said th a t h e thought as 
C obb had obtained the perm ission of the 
property ow ners to stand in front of th eir 
prem ises he should be left alone, b u t if 
th ey had com plained against h im for 
doing so it would be the duty of th e 
police to arrest him for obstruction. 
H e 
understood th a t Cobb bad stood there 
for tw enty years past w ithout being 
m olested, and h e could n o t see any rea­ 
son w hy h e should be so now. 
A sp irited tilt ensued betw een M essrs. 
L ew is an d C ollins, th e form er insisting 
th a t as sw orn officers the Com m issioners 
w ere bound to see th a t every ordinance- 
w as enforced, an d th e latter asserting 
th a t if th a t policy w as literally carried 
o ut every ind u stry in th e city would be 
tied up, an d he w ould not be a paitv to it. 
M r. K nox said th a t th e com m ittee ha-i 
m e t as an executive board, not to con­ 
stru e the ordinances and statutes, but to 
enforce th em literally and w ithout ques­ 
tioning th e ir validity. 
T hat was a m at­ 
te r for th e courts to decide afterw ards. 
H e thought th a t if Cobb was allowed to 
co ntinue th e sale of oranges and fruit 
w ithout paying rent for bis cart it would 
be doing a gross injustice to the occu­ 
p an ts of th e neighboring fruit stands, 
w ho w ere 
com pelled 
to 
pay 
high 
ren ts. 
As 
far 
as 
C obb’s 
having 
tak en 
out 
a 
peddler’s 
license 
concerned th e case, h e m ust insist th a t 
it only aggravates it, in th a t a peddler 
w as explicitly defined as one w ho w ent 
from house to house, an d then only w ith 
th e perm ission of th e occupants. 
Cobb 
h ad no rig h t to stop in one place as he 
d id , and th e law ehould be enforced. 
M r. Lewis asked th e com m ittee to 
stan d by him in carrying out th e resolu­ 
tion h e p u t forw ard at th e la st m eeting 
of th e Police Board. 
M r. D exter, how ­ 
ever, thought th a t th e m a tte r onght to 
be deferred u ntil M ayor H azard was 
present, an d at h is suggestion th e m atter 
w as postponed u n til today’s m eeting, 
w hen it will again be brought up. 
Mr. 
Lewis jocularly rem arked th a t out of five 
reputaule citizens 
he 
anticipated 
no 
difficulty in obtaining th e requisite three 
votes on th e side of law and order to 
carry his resolution. 
M r. Collins th en asked th e com m ittee 
w h at end it h ad in view in m aking an 
investigation of th e lottery question, and 
expressed it as h is opiai'on th a t if the 
sale of tickets waB an infringem ent of the 
law , th e Chief ought to go ahead and 
enforce th e statutes w ithout any further 
investigation on their part. 
H e thought 
th a t the nam es of the parties who sold 
theBe tickets should not have been given 
to th e public, and th a t th e Chief of Po­ 
lice onght to have notified each one that 
h e was breaking the law. 
M r. Lewis said th a t it wa« not right 
an d proper for th e Chief to com m unicate 
to anyone th e fact th a t he was breaking 
th e law. 
M r. K nox believed th a t in publishing 
th e nam e of every person who infracts 
th e law, a g reat deal of good could be 
done. 
M r. Lew is said he hated to see $250,­ 
000 going o ut of this State every m onth, 
w hereupon M r. Collins asked him if he 
h ad any guarantee th a t if th e lotteries 
w ere closed up th e m oney would rem ain 
here. 
D etective W allin’s report w as then 
produced, and th e list of th e persons 
w ho sold lottery tickets w as read. 
It 
was a volum inous docum ent, and con­ 
tain s th e nam ee an d locations of sixty- 
eig h t C hinese lo ttery agencies and about 
a dozen of th e leading cigar stores w here 
L ouisiana coupons aro disposed of. 
M r. D exter offered a resolution to the 
effect 
th a t 
th e 
Chief 
be 
directed 
to enforce the law prohibiting th e sale of 
lottery tickets, e ith er w hite or Chinese, 
an d to arrest all persons infringing the 
sam e, w hich was carriod unanim ously. 
M r. K nox suggested th a t th e Chief 
tak e chances on 
passage of th e above 
resolution by th e full board today, and 
proceed im m ediately to arrest th e lottery 
ag en ts. 
T he 
com m ittee 
then 
adjourned, 
b u t 
alm ost 
im m ediately 
recon­ 
vened 
as 
th e special com m ittee ap ­ 
pointed to investigate 
th e 
m atter of

d e fic t

funds 
collected 
o n num bers for licensed vehicles as re­ 
q uired by law. 
O viDg to th e absence of 
M r. Lew is, th e C hair w as taken by Mr. 
K n o x , w ho conducted th e investigation, 
assisted by M r. D exter. 
Secretary F . D. 
C u rran was first called, #and after pro­ 
ducing his book containing th e entries of 
th e sales of num bers, b e stated th a t the 
la st p aym ent of each funds was m ade on 
D ecem ber 29, 1888, u n d er th e Cooney 
adm in istratio n . 
On 
Jan u ary 1, 1889, 
th ere w as a balance of sixty cents in the 
fund, b u t no retu rn s w ere m ade to him 
a t all, th e C ap tain and h is clerk having 
charge of all m oneys so collected and be­ 
ing responsible for' all num bers sold. 
C lerk R. E . C ottie w as n ex t exam ined. 
H e stated th a t he had been a clerk in 
th e office of th e d ep artm en t since May 
15th last, and w as one of th e three 
clerks 
who 
w ere 
in 
charge

under

vision of th e C aptain. 
H is first entry 
w as m ade on o r about M ay 16th, since 
w hich tim e one h u n d red and

A n ex am ination of th e book, 
how ever, show ed th a t darin g th e period 
betw een D ecem ber 2 9 ,1888, an d M ay 15, 
1889, $15 60 h a d been received and not 
accounted for. 
H e h ad b eard th a t hie 


predecessor h ad

H arris bad requested him to retu rn w hat 
h e abstracted, b u t h e h a d n o t as yet 
done so. 
A t th is ju ncture th e com m ittee ad ­ 
journed until S aturday n e x t a t 2 o’clock,

to notify ex-C hief Cooney, ex-C aptain 
H arris, ex-C lerk C larke, C lerks Schieck 
and Moffat, C aptain R oberts and Officer 
V ignes to be p resen t at th a t tim e. 
A t 4 o’clock th e special com m ittee 
appointed to investigate th e m atter of 
th e com plaint of M rs. H enry against J . 
V ollkner, of th e P oint salooD, m et a t th e 
sam e place, and after hearing th e sta te ­ 
m ents of both M rs. H enry and V ollkner, 
the latter w as instructed to refuse to 
supply H enry w ith liquor and to adm it 
him into h is saloon, u nder penalty of 
having his license revoked.

o f ¡ B o o k s . 
T he B oard of D irectors of th e Public 
L ibrary m et yesterday, P resident Dobin- 
eon in th e chair, and D irectors F . H ow ­ 
ard , J . M ills D avies and H . Ja y H an- 
chette and Mies K elso, L ib rarian , pres- 
ssn t. T he L ibrarian reported, showing 
th e am ount received from dues and fines 
in D ecem ber as $112.56. 
M iss Kelso 
also reported th a t 110 subscribers had 
registered, and th a t during th e thirty- 
one days in w hich th e library had been 
open 9,786 books h ad been han d ed over 
the counter. 
In N ovem ber 7,261 books 
w ere issued, and th e increase during the 
m onth w as 2,525. 
Miss K elso also re­ 
ported th a t m ore bocks had been given 
out in Jan u ary to d ate th a n 
during 
toe 
whole 
m onth 
of 
Septem ber, 
and th a t in one day 700 books h ad been 
issued. 
T he m a tte r of m oving th e new spapers 
to another room , so as to give m ore 
space to th e readers of books, was dis­ 
cussed a t som e length and finally referred 
to a com m ittee, consisting of M essrs. 
H anchette, H ow ard, Daviea and Presi 
d ent D obinson, to report upon at the 
n e x t m eeting. 
I t was stated th a t the 
new spapers attracted a num ber of peo­ 
ple w ho appeared to have nothing elee in 
life to do th an to sit in th e chairs and 
read, aDd th a t thoee w ho desired to 
m ake actnul use of th e files w ere unable 
to reach them , 
i t was also stated that 
th e room occupied by tb e files w as very 
m uch needed for students and readers. 
D irector H anchette brought up the 
m atter of ventilating th e reading rooms. 
I t appeared th a t for som e reason no 
ventilators w ere provided for th e re a d ­ 
ing room s w hen th e building was con 
strueted, and th a t th e odora w hich w ere 
m et there w ere enough to d riv e h ealthy 
people aw ay. 
It was stated th a t fre­

O n m otion it 
was accepted w ith regret, and th e clerk 
w as instructed to convey to M iss G avitt 
th e gratitude 
of 
th e board for th e 
faithful and efficient service she had 
given in th e library. 
N om inations for A ssistant L ibrarian, to 
take effect on F ebruary 1st,w ere declared 
in order, and tb e only one nam ed waa 
Mies A ddie H asse, w ho h a s been in the 
library ever since it reopened. 
M bs 
H asse waa appointed by a unanim ous 
voto. 
A com m unication from A. F . Frew , 
asking for an appointm ent as driver of 
th e library w agon, w as read and placed 
on file.

A R ank Decision by Speaker Reed 
Sustained by the Republican 
M ajority of the Uouae.

W a sh in g t o n , January 7.—Among the 
bills presented and referred in the Senate 
today was one by Faulkner to provide for 
a world’s expjaition at the national capi­ 
tal in 1892. 
H arris, in the absence of Beck, in his 
turn introduced a bill setting forth sta­ 
tistics regarding the public debt, sur­ 
plus, etc., and declaring that the m ain­ 
tenance of taxation to provide further for 
a sinking fund, under existingcircum 
stances, 
is a needless and wrongful 
burden on the people, and suspending 
the operation of tho sinking fund laws 
until farther order of Congress. 
Re­ 
ferred. 
THE BLOCKS OF FIVE FRAUD. 
Voorhees offered a preamble and reso- 
lntion reciting newspaper reports that 
Cham bers, the United States District 
Attorney at Indianapolis, bad interfered 
in his official capacity to prevent the ar­ 
rest of W. W. Dudley on the charge of 
feloniously violating the election laws of 
Indiana at the last Presidential election, 
and directing the Attorney-General to 
report what instructions the Department 
of Justice had issued to Cham bers on 
tho subject, and to furnish copies of the 
correspondence. 
He asked that the 
resolution go over until tomorrow, when 
be would Bubmit rem arks upon it. 
Edm unds—T hat’s right; I am in favor 
of the substance of it. 
The resolution went over. 
NEGRO EMIGRATION. 
Morgan proceeded to address the Se 
ate on the subject of a bill heretofore in­ 
troduced by Butler to provide for the 
emigration of persons of color from the 
Southern States. 
He had reached the 
conclusion that there was a natural in­ 
congruity and an irrepressible conflict 
between the races; and that the return 
of the negro race to Africa was the only 
solution of the race problem. 
It wsb 
undeniable that the aversion between 
the races had greatly increased since 
slavery was abolished, and it would in­ 
crease so long as a large portion of Hie 
population was of the African race. 
Ex­ 
perience would not permit the statem ent 
that such aversion of feeling existed only 
in the South. 
I t w..s not so intense in 
the South as it was in the North ; it was 
not so strong between the negro and hie 
former m aster as it was between the 
negro and those who 
never 
owned 
slaves. 
The separation of the races wa» 
the only thing which would extinguish 
race aversion. 
In Africa the negro 
could grow up to the full measure of his 
destiny. 
^ Slavery, Morgan said, would be abol­ 
ished in central Africa. 
If the work was 
left to the whites it would be a slow pro­ 
cess, but the American negro would 
accomplish it if he dwelt among those 
people. 
• 
In summing lip his speech, Morgan 
pointed to the fact that the negroes had 
no chance to rise in this coantry. Politi­ 
cal influence would never lift the negro 
race in this country above its present 
level. 
On the contrary, the friction and 
collision caused by the negro’s use of the 
ballot would create more and more envy 
againBt the negro race. 
He (Morgan) 
. looked forward to the establishm ent of a 
free republican government in the Congo 
region by the influence of America, or 
American negroes, who would thuB be 
the redeemers aud regenerators of their 
fatherland.

THE SIOUX CHIEFS. 
The Sioux chiefs, who are visiting the 
East, appeared before the House Com­ 
mittee on Indian Afiairs today. John 
Grass, who was the chief spokesman, 
made an earnest onslaught upon the 
practice of sending Indians to eastern 
schools. Too few of the Indians could 
be sent to schools in the East to have 
any beneficial effect upon the great ma«s 
of Indians when they returned to the 
reservations after finishing their educa­ 
tion in the East. 
More Indians could be 
sent to reservation schools, and these 
schools should be improved. 
He was 
asked if the Sioux were ready to accept 
land in severalty. 
He replied that they 
were not, end that it would be about 
fifteen years before they would be ready.

The W ay8 and Means Committee to­ 
day heard a num ber of representatives 
of the tobacco interest. 
A. Schroeder 
advocated a uniform rate of duty as prior 
to 1863, and opposed the proposition to 
increase the duty on wrapper and filling 
tobacco. 
He said the importation of 
Sum atra tobacco had not injured the 
home product. 
J. 8. VanduLer, of Elm ira, N. Y., 
however, took the position that there 
was no profit in growing tobacco here if 
wrappers were not to be protected, for 
in wrappers was all of the profit. 
Ertheiler, representing the New York

Can It Survive H arrison? 
It is a very usual fashion to speak of 
parties dyiDg like individuals, and, in­ 
deed, the exceedingly brief life of moBt 
of the political organizations opposed to 
the Democratic party has almost justified 
this practice. At one time the madness 
was indulged in cf even supposing that 
the Democratic party could give up the 
ghost. 
W ithout a scrap of official nour­ 
ishm ent from I860 to 1884—twenty-four 
long years—its opponents were appalled 
to see the time-honored organization 
standing np in the latter year ecaiwaix 
and invincible, surviving its mistakes, if 
it bad ever made any, and apologising 
for none of them if they were of record. 
It resumed power, aB though to the man­ 
ner born, and released it four years later 
with an easy grace that almost spoke in­ 
difference. The country, as a m atter of 
fact, is overwhelmingly Democratic, and 
it requires a remarkable lot of maladroit­ 
ness on the part of its leaders for the 
time*being to keep it out of power. All 
th e indications just now point to a 
Democratic groundswell which will carry 
the Congressional election next year by 
fh unprecedented 
figure, and whose 
force will last 
until the Democratic 
atandard-bearer is victoriously installed 
in the W hite House in 1893. 
This roseate Democratic prospect is 
greatly enhanced—and indeed has been 
largely brought about—by the fatuous 
ness of one Benjamin Harrison. During 
the campaign he had 6ense enough to 
take his cues from Blaine, who as a 
political tactician stands in the front 
rank, however much he may lack in 
genuine statesm anship. 
But however 
contained and prudent the grandson of 
Tippecanoe may have been in the days 
of his tutelage, when he got into the 
W hite House he unquestionably imbibed 
th e idea that he was a bigger man than 
old Blaine, and he has since been at pains 
to make the gentleman of the Pine Tree 
State understand tbathe, Benjamin H arri­ 
son,of happy name and inherited memory, 
was a law onto himself. 
His appalling 
propositions in the line of annihilating 
the reserved rights of the States, his un­ 
accountable chapter in his message de­ 
voted to the Pield-Terrv-Nagle episode, 
his foolish adoption cf the Blair educa­ 
tional bill, his suggestions leading np to 
the control of the election m achinery of 
the States by the Federal government, 
his fallare to recognize the Republic of 
Brazil—all these things show that H arri­ 
son himself is in the saddle and pushing 
things, and that be bids fair to realize 
the parodied adage, put a political fool 
in the saddle and he will ride to the 
devil. 
Not in the history of American politics 
has there been each a fiasco as that of 
Benjamin Harrison so far. We have re­ 
served bis greatest m istake to the last, 
and that is his betrayal of silver to the 
gold-bugs, of the debtors of the world to 
their creditors. The most distinctive 
achievement his administration has thus 
far been noted for is the conspiracy to re­ 
peal the Bland bill, and to make silver a 
m ere commodity, at the dictation of 
Wall Street, in New York, and ’Change 
in London. Five months after the Har

Some of them , it is true, worked 
on the road, and when 1 went to their 
camp some of them were raking up 
leaves. Anyone who understands In ­ 
dian nature and his love of freedom, 
sympathizes with the terrible contrast. 
The climate is widely different. Arizona 
is a mountainous country. 
Alabama is a 
magnolia country, hot and full of mos­ 
quitoes. 
Strong men take consumption 
and die in two months. 
* Ninety of the children of these Apaches 
were taken from them and sent to school 
at Carlisle, Pa. 
Forty of them died. 
W hen I went into camp the Indians 
crowded around me, shook my bends, 
pulled

me. 
They stood and looked at me with 
tears in their eyes, too full for utterar.ee. 
They had given np hope, and said they 
never expected to see me again. Chatto, 
touching the medal President Cleveland 
had given him, and which he still were 
on his breast, said reproachfully: “ I 
thought I got this ior being faithful and 
keeping my word ; yet I am here.” 
"These people are in a)pitiful condition. 
All they want is a place to live in and 
something to do.

S o m e people are very nervous over the 
fact th at two prominent officials of the 
Union Pacific Company have gone to 
San Francisco to hold a conference with 
the head officials of the Southern Pacific 
Company.

On the other hand, the Union 
Pacific will reach Los Angeles in three 
hundred and fifty miles from Pioche, 
or two hundred miles from a point on 
the line with Keeler, to which point 
another grading contract has been let. 
We believe that the Union Pacific in 
striking out to reach the Pacific Coast at 
Los Angeles has adopted the most 
rational and economical plan open to it 
and that this plan will not be set aside 
by any fancy or transitory advantage the 
Southern Pacific Company can hold out 
to it.

L o u is , January 7 .—The sudden 
advent of rain, snow and sleet has trans­ 
formed the business section oi St. Louis 
into a grotto of 
scintillating icicles. 
Telegraph, telephone and electric light 
wires 
were 
breaking 
frequently 
today 
under 
the 
weight 
of 
ice, 
and 
pedestrians 
were 
busy 
dodging. The danger of breaking a limb 
on the sleety walks was not half so near, 
to the public mind, as the fear of death 
from an electric shock. Now and then a 
wire, eagging beneath a heavy weight of 
ice, would touch another wire. 
Blue 
spaiks would fly for a moment, and 
a shivering blue flame succeed until 
t h e fusir/g of the wires caused them to 
part and fall to the sidewalk. Then the 
crowds would scatter, falling over each 
other in their anxiety to reach a place of 
safety. 
The police are watching for 
fallen wires. The electric light and tele­ 
graph and telephone companies have men 
out repairing the damage as rapidly 
as possible, but the danger is still very 
great.

first class, and $7. second class, by all 
lines.

M ontana and northern 
Pacific Coast points, by way of Omaha, 
to meet competition by way of St. Paul 
This is done, however, without disturb 
ing Missouri river rates.

It if your true sportsman who can 
easily take the bird ou the wing. 
It is a 
game thing to interview the interviewer. 
Bnt one oi the H era ld’s u b iquitou s pen­ 
diera cornered the nomadic Ben Trhrnan 
yesterday, and got some things worth 
presenting. 
“ It is cold,” said Truman, with an ad­ 
jective which need not be repeated in a 
family paper; ‘‘but, after all, from Janu­ 
ary to December, Southern California has 
the healthfulest and most beautiful cli­ 
m ate in America or Europe, undoubtedly; 
and California, on the whole, is more 
picturesque than Switzerland. There is 
no place in Europe in the winter that 
can at all approach the view to be had 
from the “ Raymond” at Pasadena—a 
hundred miles of snow-clad mountains, 
with thousands of orange and lemon and 
pomegranate groves at their feet and an 
expanse of sea made warm from Cathay, 
w ith hundreds of thousands of acres of

“I think there will be a good many 
people leave the East from now on to 
M arch for this State, a majority coming 
to Southern California.

They are the monarchs of their busi­ 
ness—and, coming through by one of 
their vestibuled trains, is like a dream— 
palace cars, smoking cars, dining cars, 
shaving, bathing, and all one would 
have at a first-class hotel or in any 
pretentious home. 
“ The Paris Exposition was a ‘perfect 
sym phony/ as they say, in Boston, of 
everything from an oratorio down (or 
up) to a plate of pork and beans. 
All 
the exhibitions merged into one wonld 
have been a side show in compari­ 
son. 
La Tour Eiffel impressed me 
more than the Brooklyn bridge. I can­ 
not describe it briefly. It told the skies 
a matchless story of mechanism, and 
had a dozen bazirs in the clouds pre­ 
sided over by smirking maidens who 
sized your pocket by your accent.

Baron Rogniat has received a letter 
from Mr. D. Freeman, dated London, 
December 15th. Our distinguished trav­ 
eler had spent a week at the Paris Expo­ 
sition, and then went to the south of 
France. 
He expected to leave for home 
about Christm as, and perhaps we shall 
have the pleasure of greeting him in per­ 
son before the month is out. Mr. Free­ 
man gives an interesting account of a 
visit he paid to the chateau of the Due 
de Montebello. We quote: 
“ I went to the Duke’s chateau and was 
most warmly received. They were all 
so good and kind to me that I felt sorry 
to leave them. 
I 
had been feeling 
pretty lonesome and blue after eight 
days of mud and rain in Paris, and it 
warmed the cockles of my heart to meet 
such kind friends in a strange countrv. 
They gave me a royal breakfast, and, oh, 
such luscious wines ! First came a light, 
red, still champagne, a most delicious 
little wine, 
and 
then, 
to 
crown 
all, they brought 
up 
the 
Monte­ 
bello of 
1874. 
I 
thought 
I 
had 
tasted fine champagne iu my life, hav­ 
ing spent over thirty years looking for 
choice brands. In Heidsieck’s cellars at 
Reims, the day before, they gave me a 
bottle of their finest, and it was choice. 
But I never tasted such fine wine as that 
‘Montebello of 1874 ’ 
It was a revela­ 
tion—snch delicicus flavor and bouquet! 
I Bhall never forget it. 
I have fifteen or 
twenty corks I have saved out of the 
wreck. 
We went into the cellars after 
drinking about two bottles apiece at 
breakfast. 
More ‘Montebello of 1874.' 
Went up into the tower where the busi­ 
ness office was—‘more 1874 ’ W ent into 
the honse of the charming little lady 
who is the wife of the manager, and who 
to my great delight spoke English— 
more, much more ‘Montebello of 1874. 
O h , why could I not stay forever? 
But 
at last the time came when I must go. 
Full cf regret and—wine, I left that 
charming spot. 
It was the brightest day 
for me since I left home.” 
It will naturally seem to Mr. Free­ 
m an’s friends a rather tam e outcome of 
his visit to the renowned Montebello 
cellars to have come away with a pocket 
fullofcoTks! 
If he had only brought 
the bottles with them , th e y ’m ight be 
able when he returns to test the value of 
his judgm ent as a connoisseur them ­ 
selves, and not rely wholly on his say- 
so. 
We have no doubt they are very 
fine corks; 
but w hat are corks com­ 
pared with the magnificent fizz they held 
in prison? 


B f > t h e - W a y . 
I bad grown into the habit of compar­ 
ing the m anners of American and Mexi­ 
can m en, 
disadvantageous^ to the 
former. Our southern neighbors surely 
have most polished m anners, and they 
not 
infrequently 
indulge 
in 
very 
trenchant criticism of the alleged Ameri­ 
can propensity to retain the head-gear, 
or to elevate feet in the presence of 
ladies, as well as of the bluff, not to say 
blunt, American m anner of addressing 
the gentler sex, and the absence of 
elaborate and personal compliment in 
conversation therewith. 
Ih e observa­ 
tion of some three months has con­ 
vinced me either that my recollection is 
woefully faulty, or else that the standard 
of manners in this direction has im­ 
proved most notably and satisfactorily. 
Brusque and off-hand as our American 
men perhaps are, their tone toward 
women is characterized by a profound 
respect and true reverence and consider­ 
ation that is beautiful to see. And as to 
the specific offenses—if our men do not 
stand bareheaded in the rain or on street 
corners 
while 
in 
converse 
with 
women, on the other hand, I do not 
think I have seen five, all told, remain 
covered in a lift in the presence of a 
lady ; and I have more than once entered 
a lift where half a score of men, young 
and old, stood hat in hand already, the 
only feminine occupant being a girl-child 
of 10 or 12 years. 
It is sweet, too, to see 
that the question of womanhood alone 
impels th em ; a woman of so-called 
menial occupation, if her behavior be 
seemly, receives the same public courtesy 
as one of high social rank, whereas in 
the sister republic a working woman is 
regarded as not only fair prey for evil de­ 
signs, but as a thing upon which courtesy 
need not be wasted. 
Being a self-sup­ 
porting woman, I of course felt deep 
gratification at the opinion I often heard 
expressed by the mest advanced repre­ 
sentative men of Mexico, that a woman 
who undertakes journalism, art, or other 
professional or industrial means of self­ 
support, does so simply to cloak other 
modes of procedure. For my own part, I 
am as proud of American men as a 
class, as if they were, one and all, of my 
very own. 
Abrupt they may be, and 
sometimes wanting in superficial salon 
polish, but tender, true and chivalric, 
ever full of reverence for true woman­ 
hood, and ready to sacrifice their own 
selfish convenience or gratification to 
woman’s welfare. 
They make me feel 
proud of being an American woman. 
Probably no other conditions bring 
out the true phases of individual human 
nature so surely and rapidly as does 
travel. A steamship or a railway car is 
a little world in which the student of 
character finds rich “ m aterial.” H ere 
ie the experienced traveler who comes 
aboard without 
fuss or worry, and 
settles jnto position with m atter of-fact 
intent to be as comfortable as possible, 
ready, however, to condense belongings 
into legitimate limits at a m om ent’s 
warning. Another—man or woman—feels 
it necessary to attem pt to give the 
same 
impression 
by 
an 
exag­ 
gerated 
and 
swaggering 
air 
of 
entirely-at-homenees. 
The novice is 
nervous, uneasy, full of fears and fore­ 
bodings. One eelfish party establishes 
relf snd impedimenta in the space allot­ 
ted for half a dozen passengers, and con­ 
centrates only at a direct and urgent 
instance; another routs out an Invalid or 
the sleeping child of a wearied mother 
from an extra seat, when another would 
quite as well answer tho purpose. There 
are mothers who allow their badly-man­ 
aged children to rampage and riot at will 
in the community quarters, as they would 
in their own home, regardless of the 
nerves and comfort of fellow-passengers. 
Folk there be, too,who would frown upon 
and exclude all occupations or diversions 
which do not accord with tbeir own( 
mood of 
the 
present, m erely from 
caprice, and not because of 
actual 
molestation.

The case against H. F. Stevens, a phy* 
sician, charged with cruelty to children, 
in having taken Bmall pieces of cuticle 
from the arm of the thirteen-year-old son 
of W. Lannigan, the etair-builder aSfew 
m onths ago, in the performance of an 
operation upon a patient who had been 
seriously burnt, came up before Police 
Judge Owene for decision. The Court 
filed its written opinion in the case, re­ 
viewing it at |om e length and closing as 
follows: 
‘ The District Attorney contends that 
this case comes within the limits of tho 
provisions of the section of the State 
law. I am aware that the statu o arbi­ 
trarily fixes the ages of children for cer­ 
tain purposes—but this ia not one of 
them—nor is it so under the provisions 
of the common law, which made it a 
matter of intelligence between the ages 
of 7 and 14. The m axim, ‘He who con­ 
sents cannot receive an injury,’ applies 
in this case. 
Again, does this case come within 
the letter of the statute? I think not. 
This case is a trifling operation vo! 
untarily and intelligently entered into 
in the interests of suffering humanity 
nd in a skillful i ffort to save a valuable 
hum an life, and cannot be properly con­ 
sidered as ‘cruelty’ or a s ‘inflicting un 
justifiable physical pain or mental Buffer­ 
ing.’ If any wrong was committed, it 
was a private wrong, for which the par­ 
ent has a civil remedy. 
I find the de­ 
fendant not guilty.” 
The defendant was then discharged.
